One of the saddest death bed scenes 
which has occurred in this city for 
sotne time was that which took place 
at Sexton’s hospital shortly after six 
o ’clock last evening. 
At that time the spirit of Leland M. 
Meranda, the Pennsylvania brakeman 
who was injured 
Friday 
morning 
while making a coupling on his train 
a t Falmouth, passed to its reward. 
The young man was conscious until 
the last and he impressed everyone 
about the hospital with his wonderful 
nerve which held out until the end. 
Although suffering greatly he bore 
it all witiiout a murmur. 
About four 
o'clock iiis pain seemed to cease and 
he felt very much 
better. 
At that 
time he sent for Dr. Hex ton and asked 
if there was any hope. 
Upon being 
informed that there 
was 
none 
he 
thanked the physician and resigned 
himself to his fate. 
He sang several 
verses from “ Anywhere with J esus” 
and stated that he was not {[afraid to 
die; that it was alright with him; 
he was prepared, but he did wish so 
much to see his mother before the end 
§came. 
Through the kindness of Provi- 
dencet the young man’s desire was 
fulfilled and his father, William Mer- 
auda, his mother and little brother 
arrived at .*> :30 from Hcottsburg. 
The 
scene at 
the hospital 
upon 
their arrival 
was 
heart breaking. 
Meranda informed his mother that he 
had kept the promise made to her at 
the time ho went on the road, not to 
chew, smoke or drink, and that, his 
only regret on recount of his death 
was the fact that he was compelled 
t.o leave her. 
He told her that he 
owed his landlady a small sum and 
asked her to see that it was paid. 
The 
end came at 6:10. 
The young man 
was conscious until the last and as his 
life was slowly slipping away he bid 
his parents goodbye and }Missed out 
of this world forever. 
Although they are accustomed to 
similar scenes the death greatly affect­ 
ed] the nurses and employees at the 
sanitarium. 
Meranda was, undoubtedly, a model 
young man, and his life should be an 
example to anyone. 
At all times he 
was 
courteous 
to the nurse. Miss 
Christy, always thanking her kindly 
for each little favor. 
The young man’s parents bravely 
withstood the shock 
of their son's 
death and impressed everyone as cour 
teous and kindly people. 
The body of their sou was taken to 
Caldwell’s & Company’s undertaking 
establishment, where it was prei>ared 
for burial. 
The family left with the 
body for Hcottsburg at 7 :55 this morn 
ing. 
Coroner Coleman viewed the body 
last night. 
He w ill hold an inquest 
in regard to the death on Monday. 
M eran d a was 
twenty-one 
y ears, 
eight months ami five 'days old. 
He 
went to work for the Pennsylvania 
company in December 1004, against his 
mother’s wishes. 
During the four months that he was 
on the road, he suffered two other a c­ 
cidents besides the oue which caused 
bis d e a th . 
A t one time lie fell from 
a box car and was injured and at 
another time he was slightly injured 
bv being struck by a car. 
He was a 
young man of fine physique ami j>os- 
sessed a cheery disposition. 
A 
postmortem 
examination 
was 
made last night and it was found that 
the intestines 
were 
cut in several 
places. 
While he was being attended at the 
h o s p ita l Meranda repeatedly thanked 
the nurses 
and 
remarked 
that he 
“ w o u ld not bother them much long-

St. Petersburg, March 13.—Decided 
anxiety is telt here regarding the fate 
of the army in Manchuria under its 
now commander, no news of military 
developments the last two days having 
been received here. 
The only dis­ 
patches from the front are the brief 
announcements yesterday that General 
Linevitch had assumed command and 
that General KuropatKin was departing 
for St. Petersburg, which disposes of 
a rumor that the latter had committed 
suicide. 
A Ohangtufu press dispatch 
filed the morning of March 16 was 
written at the station of Kaiyuan, 
which was then held by the Russians. 
In this correspondent’s opinion, no 
pause in the J apanese advance is prob­ 
able for some time. 
The Russians are losing heavily in 
the rearguard actions and J apanese 
columns are reported to be pushing 
northward as fast as possible to com­ 
plete the development of the Russian 
forces. 
General Linevitch, however, 
will have a considerable accession of 
fresh troops in a day or two, the 
Fourth European corps being now at 
Harbin and departing southward. Mil­ 
itary officials here declare that there 
are now 268 ,000 men at General IJ ne- 
vltch’s uis|)osal in Manchuria, and it Is 
believed that this force will be suffl 
ctent to cause the J apanese to exercise 
greater caution in their pursuit. 
Prince Hilkoff. who will leave St. 
Petersburg soon to prepare the Slber 
ian railroad for forwarding the new 
levies which have been determined on. 
said that there had been no break 
down as yet. and that he hoped as soon 
as navigation opened it would be pos­ 
sible to transport one-fourth of the out­ 
going soldiers by the rivers and re­ 
lieve the railroad to that extent. 
Although Gen. Kuropatkin’e down 
fall was inevitable from the military 
standpoint, 
nevertheless 
it 
arouses 
sympathy in circles familiar with the 
long campaign that has been waged 
against 
him by the general 
staff. 
General Sakharoff was his open enemy 
and General Dragomiroff his most se­ 
vere critic; and many of his own sub­ 
ordinates were jealous and grudgingly 
obedient. 
General Linevitch is dis­ 
tinctly a line officer with a long record 
as a fighter. He is almost as cordially 
disliked by the general staff as is his 
predecessor, and there also is bao 
blood between Kuropatkin and Line 
vitch dating from a personal quarrel 
in the days when Kurnnatkfn was com

Teach in g Sch o o l an d Talk 


in g Fo r Mo re Pay . 


In the March bulletin to teachers, 
to be issued next week by State Su­ 
perintendent of 
Public 
Instruction 
Fassett A. Cotton, the failure of the 
last legi lot cue to enact the bill rais­ 
ing the minimum wages of the teacher 
of the State is attributed to the lack 
of interest displayed by the teachers 
themselves. 
After 
enumerating the 
acts that were passed, the three-fifths 
cent levy for rural schools, the trans­ 
fer of funds from the gpecial fund to 
the tuition fund, the increase in the 
per diem of connty superintendents 
from $4 to $4.50, the ten-year book 
contract, and the appropriation bill, 
allowing an assistant in the office of 
the State superintendent, Mr. Cot­ 
ton says in the bulletin: 
“ The school laws now make it \x m- 
sible for every community 
in 
the 
State to have good schools. 
The re­ 
sponsibility for education is placed 
just- where it belongs—ujion the ¡>eo- 
ple. 
The one law that failed that 
came close to teachers was the one 
providing as 
minimum 
wages 
an 
amount equal to three and one-half 
times the general average of teachers, 
holding three years license, anti a sue* 
cessful record of four years. 
The bill 
was probably defeated by the teachers 
themselves. 
Legislators actually re­ 
ceived letters from teachers opposing 
this bill. 
Of course, tlie opposition 
came from socalled teachers whom the 
bill did not benefit. 
On the other 
hand, the passive attitude of teachers 
who favored the acts in fa iling to write 
to legislators asking for its enactment 
doubtless had much to do with its de­ 
feat. 
The teachers of Indiana need 
to learn that if the ca lling is to be 
pot u|>on a higher plane financially 
as well as professionally it is to be 
done by 
the 
teachers 
themselves. 
When 
the question of raising 
the 
salaries of judges is before the le g is ­ 
lature the judges leave their benches 
to look after the measure. 
Two years 
hence when we ask for 
legislative 
favors the teaohersTof the State should 
be prepared to make, with emphasis, 
the demand for what is theirs. 
In 
the meantime let us teach school and 
secure the active support of our re­ 
spective communities. ”

THE HIÍH SCHOOL 


Each year sees the establishm ent of 
new tow nship high schools. 
S hortly 
it w ill be possible for every child in 
the S tate to have easy access to high 
school work. 
T here is one th ing th a t 
ou ght to be em phasized very strongly 
and th a t is th at the high school is not 
to be m ade a preparatory school for col­ 
lege. 
P reparation for college shou ld 
be only incidental to the real w ork 
of the high school. 
It is the college 
or finishing school of a large m ajority 
of the people. 
As su ch it m u st teach 
the boys and girls to th ink and to do 
things. 
Bu siness m en w ant boys and 
girls who are intelligent, alert, ready 
to take the initiative, capable of see­ 
ing w hat needs to be done and of do­ 
ing it well w ithou t w aiting to be told. 
H ow ever, it shou ld 
be rem em bered 
th a t the stu d ent w l.o is best prepared 
for lite is best prepared for college. 
A recent stu dy of the pu pils a tte nd ­ 
ing a certain high school d u ring a 
period of ten years revealed the fact 
that, one-third of them gradu ated, one- 
th ird of them dropped ou t of necessi­ 
ty to w ork, and th a t the oth er th ird 
qu it school becau se the su bjects did 
not appeal to them . 
U nqu estionably 
one-third of its pu pils is too large a 
per cent, to lose for the cau se assigned. 
W ithou t dou bt, too, one th ird is too 
large a portion to drop ou t for work. 
T here is som ething radically w rong 
w ith the cou rse of stu dy, w ith the 
teaching or bofcl. 
The w ork is not 
m eeting the needs of the people. 
In 
the first place ou r high schools need 
to be endow ed w ith a new spirit ami 
h igh er ideals. 
Too m any of ou r s tu ­ 
dents are satisfied 
m erely to “ get 
th rou gh .” 
Excellence is not an aim . 
“ To pass,” instead of to do perfect 
work is the goal. 
The spirit m u st be 
com bated. 
The cred it system and the 
h a ir-splitting percenfcage'inarking are 
in a m easu re responsible. 
T he intro­ 
du ction of practicable, su pplem ental 
ind u strial w ork w ou ld, in ou r opinion, 
come nearer providing a rem edy for all 
those things than any th ing else th at 
can be done. 
It w ou ld su j ply w oik 
th at wood appeal to hoys and girls. 
It w ou ld m ake school life practical 
and concrete and bu ild habits of a c ­ 
cu racy. 
Teachers in tow n and cou ntry 
need not w ait for perfect 
m anu al 
training'oqnipnicm .
